New Delhi, the 24th August, 1984 

S,0. 639(E),—Whereas the Central Government, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
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(1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act, 1967 (37 of I9n7), declared the Mi /-0 
National ITonl including; t(ic other bodies set up by 
it and the socai'ied Mizo National Aimy to be unlaw¬ 
ful associations vide notilicalion of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. S.O, 
28(E), dated the 20th Jaiuiary. 1984; 

And wliCreas the Ccnlnil Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
5 of the said Act constituted vide notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Home Aifairs 
No. S,0. 97(E) dated the 14\h February, 1984, the 
Unlawful Activities (jPrpvetiUon) Tribunal, consisting 
of Shri T. C. Das, Judge of the Gauhati High Court; 

And whereas the Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
4 of the said Act referred tl;e said notification to 
the said Tribunal on the l?th February, 1984, for 
the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there was 
suflicient cause for declaring (he syid associations as 
unlawful; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 4 of 
the said Act, made an order on the 16lh July, 1984, 
chnfirming the dccluratio.i made in the uotiheation 
No. S.O. 28(E), dated the 201h January, 1984; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-scction (4) of 
Section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said order, namcTy :— 

ORDER 

Mizoram is basically a hilly territory with six moun¬ 
tain ranges running north to south and is flanked on 
two .sides—east ad we.st, l>y two foreign countries, 
namely, Burma and Bangladesh. Owing ro geogra¬ 
phical proximity, the territory of Mizoram paid parti¬ 
cular attention to developing and nnrishing militancy 
among the extremists to carry on their activities till 
the fulfilment of their objective of achieving an indc- 
eudent Mizoram with its own set up government, 
ome of the camps found pface at secluded mountain 
terrains which arc the fertile breeding ground for the 
cxliemists. Since 1966 this part of the country has 
been in constant troubles as because Mizo National 
From declared independence and attcmplcd to take 
oyer the administration of I he entire Mizo Hills Dis¬ 
trict. Therefore, besides other actions taken in this 
regard, it was necessary on the part of the Central 
Government to issue a notification declaring the forma¬ 
tion of Mizo National Front and Mizo National Army 
as unlawful association under the provi.sions of the 
Unlawful Activities (.Prevention) Act, 1967 (for 
short, the Act), with effect from I6th January, 1968. 
The declaration was dufy confirmed under Section 
4(3) of the Act by the Tribunal cunsliuitcd as per 
notification of the Central Government in exercise of 
the power under Section 5(1) of the Act. Even then 
the security forces of Union of India had to launch 
operational activties to curb our the insurgency in 
the territory of Mizoram. I'he declaration on being 
confirmed by the Tribunal as per provisions of the Act, 
remained in force for a period of 2 years. Thereafter 
on expiry of two years another Tribunal had to he 


constituted as the activties continued. Dcalnig with 
the matter, again M.N.F. was declared as unlawlul 
pieviouH (o tills occasion and tlic 'IriLmn.il eunsiiluled 
with Hon'blc Mr. Justice Hausiria by the order dated 
27-5-82 confirmed the deeluruUon so tirade tmder the 
provisions of the Act. 

2. Thercroie, it appears that there are matcriafs in 
support of the fact that the M.N.F. had openly de- 
cki‘c(l hs objective for tlic foimation of an "indepen¬ 
dent Mizoram" comprising of the Union Territory of 
Mizoram and the adjacent Mizo or Ivuki inhabited 
areas of Assam, Manipur and dripura and has been 
coidinuing its activlics to achieve the said objecuve 
and to bring about secession of the said areas from 
the Union of India, M.N.V- has also set up other 
bodies to achieve its objective and in furtherance of 
the aforesaid objective, has been attacking the security 
forces, government olhciaU and the citizens of the 
Union Icrritory of MizorLun and indulging in acts 
of looting and intimidation against the civilian popu- 
kilion for collection of funds for its organisations* 

3. All such declarations were made keeping in view 
that the Mizo National Front was virtualPy running 
a paralJci government and To run the same had to re¬ 
sort to extortion, intimid-ifion and other violent acti¬ 
vities including killing of the people^ miinely, loyal 
government officeis, sincere businessmen, hard work¬ 
ing cultivators and even members of (he judiciary. 
Therefore, the Central Government in exercise of its 
power conferred on it by snb-sectkni (i) of Section 
3 cf the Act again had to issue a notification on 
20-1-84 declaring the 'Mizo National Front and the 
other bodies set up by it, including the so-called Mizo 
National Army’ io be unlawful association with fur¬ 
ther direction that this notification shall, subject to any 
order that may be made under Section 4 of the Act, 
have effect from the date of its publication in the 
Ofiiciaf Gazette, The said notification issued on 
2nih January, 1984 runs as follows :— 

"S.O. 28(E)—Whereas the Mizo National Front 
(hereinafter referred to as the Front) — 

(i) Which had openly declared as its objective 
the formation of an independent Mizoram 
comprising uf the Union 1'crritory of Mizo¬ 
ram and the adjacent Mizo or Kuki inhabits 
ed areas of Assam, Manipur and Tripura 
has been continuing its activities to achieve 
the said objective and bring about secession 
of the said areas from the Union of India. 

(ii) has been employing an armed force, namely, 
the so-called Mizo National Army, and the 
other bodies set up bv it» to achieve its 
aforesaid objectives; 

(iii) has, in furtherance of the aforesaid tibjective, 
been employing the members of the said 
armed force and other person^; in attacking 
the Security Forces, the Government and 
the citizens in die Union Territory of Mizo¬ 
ram and indulging in acts of looting and inti¬ 
midation against the civilian population and 
in recruitment of persons and collection of 
funds for its organisation: 





(iv) has, to achieve its aforesaid objective estab¬ 
lished contacts with, and secured assistance 
from foreign countries through its organisa¬ 
tion and armed Lurce for the sO'calico Mizo 
National Army; 

And whereas the Central! Gcjvermnent is 
of opinion that tm' the reasons aforesaid, 
the Front and oIIkt bodies set up by it, 
including its armed force, namely, the so- 
called Mizo Natioiial Army, are unlawful 
associations; 

And whereas die Central Government is 
further of the ophnoa that because uf the 
repeated acts ot violence and attacks Dy 
armed groups of the so-called Mizo 
Natioiiaj' Army on the Security Force and on 
the civilian population, it is necessary to 
declare the front and its other bodies, inefud- 
ing the so-called Mizo National Army, to 
be unlawful with immediate effect : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-scclion fl) of section 3 
of the Unlawful Activties (Prevention) Act, 
1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Cnncrn- 
m‘ent hereby declares the 'Mizo National 
Front including the otlier bodies set up by 
it and the so-called Mizo Naiionai Army’ 
to be unlawful' association, and directs, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso of sub-.^ection (3) of that section, 
that this notifieatlcai shall, subject to any 
order that may be made under section 4 
of the said Act^ have effect from the date of 
its publication in die Official Gazette.

It is needless to say that under the scheme of the 
Act, the Central Governmeur is empowered to declare 
any association as an unlawful association \^'hich shall 
be effective as and when eonrirmed by a Tribunal to 
wFiich the matter is required fo be referred under 
Section 4(1) of the Act. dhe^efere, os required, a 
Tribunal has to be constituted to decide whether or 
not there is sufffeient cause for deefaring the associa¬ 
tion unlawful. No doubt, tlir Tribunal has cither lo 
confirm the declaraiion or (o cnncel the same. 

4. On such notification being issued, the Central 
Government in exercise of it. power under Section 
5(1) of the Unlawful Ac^Ivtlcs (Prevention) Act, 
1967 has constituted this Trihunaj by jls notiliration 
published in Gazette of India Fxtraoidinary in its 
issue dated 20-1-84. The said notification declaring 
the Mizo National Front and other bodies set up 
by it including the so-called Mizo Nationa? Army to 
be unlawful Association lias been referred to this Tri¬ 
bunal in terms of Section i of the said Act for the 
purpose of adjiidicaling whether or not there is suili- 
cient cause for declaring the asso(‘iations mentiinied 
in the notification as an unhwlid a'::‘;nciali(m. 

5. On receipt of the reference made under Section 
4/1) of the Act, Ibis Tribunal issued notices calling 




upon the Mizo National Jffont and so-called Mizo 
N alio nap Army and other bodies set up by tbe front 
to Tiow cause as to why these associations should not 
be declared unlawful, in terms of the aforesaid notifi- 
caiion issued by the Government of India, Ministry ol 
Home Affairs as quoted above. Notices were duly 
published and se/ved us required under the Act and 
ilie Rules framed thereunder and this Tribunal being 
satisfied about due service of notices, started the pro¬ 
ceeding in compliance with The provisions of law, 
Inspitc of service of notices, none of the aforesaid 
a.’>sociations appeared before this Tribunal to challenge 
the declaration. Therefore, the enquiry had lo be 
proceeded expartc in accordance with (he provisions 
of the said Act and the Rules framed thereunder. 

6. The Ccnirap Government as well as the Govern¬ 
ment of Mizoram have appeared before this Tribunal 
to justify the said notificadon and in support, thereof 
submitted affidavits and hied documents. As the 
proceeding is taken up exparte. I have careful! consi¬ 
dered the affidavits and other relevant documents 
which are made available to me in this regard. On 
perusal of the material placed before this Tribunal 
theie can be no denial that one of the main objectives 
and possibly the only objeetj^'e of the M.N.F. is the 
declaration for “independence of Mizoram’’ and to 
made a separate territory of its own u-s if it was never 
an integral’ part of the Union of India. 

7. The Central Government by its notification 
dated 20-U84 has declared the M.N.F. and the other 
hfiuies set up by them including the su-caJlcd ‘Mizo 
National Army’ to be unlawful association by virtue 
of the power conferred by sub-scclion (j ) of Section 
3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 
The Terms Unlawful Activities has been defined in 
Seelion 2(f) of the Act which runs as follows ;—- 

“2(f) 'unlawfuP activity’, in relation to an indi¬ 
vidual or association, means any action taken 
by such individual or association (whether 
by committing an act or by words, either 
spoken or written, or by signs or by visible 
representation or otherwise), — 

(i) which is intende;! or supports any claim, 
to bring about, on any grounds whatso¬ 
ever, the cession of a part of the terri¬ 
tory of India or the scccsTon of a part 
of the territory of India from the Union 
or which incites any individual or group 
of individuals ro bring about such cession 
of secession; 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or in¬ 
tended to disrupt the sovereignty and 

territorial integrify of India; 

Clause (g) of Section 2 of the Act defines the “Unlaw¬ 
ful assoeuition”, which means any association— 

“(i) which has for its object any Unlawful acti¬ 
vity, or which encourage^, or aids persons to 
undertake any iinfawful activity, or of which 
the members undertake such activity; or 

(ii) which has for iis Object anv activity ^vhich 
is punishable under See. 153-A or Sec. 
153-B of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 
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1860) or which encourages or aids persons 
to undertake any such activity, or of which 
the rnembers undertake any such activity ; 

Provided that nothing contained in sub¬ 
clause (ii) shall apply to the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir.* 

8. While opening his argument, , Mr. A. R. 
Barthakur, the learned counsel has submitted that 
though the scope of enquiry of the Tribunal is limited, 
yet the Tribunal is required to consider the following 
aspects ;— 

(a) That the subject matter of the enquiry must 
be precise and shall confine to the terms of 
reference as regards the notilication con¬ 
taining the declaration. 

Cb) That while proceeding with the enquiry, suffi¬ 
cient notices must bo caused upon the con¬ 
cerned associations intim’ating about the 
holding of an enquiry and the purpose there¬ 
of, and 

(c) Sufficient protceiion should be afforded to 
avoid violation of the Principles of Natural 
JuiiUce. 

11 jc learned counsel has also referred to me some 
provisions of the Act, namely. Sections 2(f) & (g) 
and Sections 3, 4 & 5 of the Act. As regards the pro¬ 
visions of the aforementioned Sections I have already 
discussed the salient featiucs of those provisions as 
laid down in the Act. None appears to represent the 
concerned association to chaPlenge the notification. The 
alKgations on the basis of which the said two orga¬ 
nisations have been declared arc also conspicuously 
apparent in Ext. P-47, a New Year Press release 
issued by Mr. Laldenga on 1-1-84, In the said press 
release Shri Laldenga has made several allegations 
against the Government of India- It lias been alleged 
that “the people of Mizoram stood up, with resolute 
determination to free themselves from the Indian 
domination and colonisation**. From the papers and 
documents which are made available to me it is clear 
that the M.N.F. organisadoji and|or association has 
published the booklet “Mizoram marches towards free¬ 
dom’' by Shri Laldenga, the Self Styled President of 
M.N.F. and published the book captioned “Founda¬ 
tion of Mizoram Independence'’ by Shri Zoranthanga, 
Self Styled Vice President of the M.N.F. constantly 
efaiming an Independent Territory of Mizoram. 1 
have been led to look to this aspect of the matter to 
determine its factual side based on documentary evi¬ 
dence relating to Issue Nos. I & IT- 

Mr. Barthakur has further submitted that on the 
basis of the various documents, the Government of 
India was objectively satisfied to issue the notification 
dated 20-1-84 as the earlier notification lost its force 
by 20th January, 1984. In course of his submission 
Mr. Barthakur has stated that the period of notifica¬ 
tion is kept only for two- years by the expiry of which 
the notification ceases to have any force. The issuance 
of notifications from time to time had been made 
considering the gravement of offences committed by 
the said associations (M.N.A. S: M.N.F, with its allied 
bodies) and to stop the insurgent activities. But as 
the things continued with fresh and repeated insurgent 


activities, this notification was rct^uired to be issued on 
the expiry of the period of earlier notification dated 
20T.82* 

9. On perusal of the afiidavit and other relevant 
documents including notification in question, it be- 
Conner necessary to frame issues for a just decision in 
terms of reference. Therefore, on hearing the learned 
counsel Mr, A. R. Barthakur, Sr. Counsel, assisted 
by Mr. P. Barthakur, learned counsel on behalf of 
the Centraf Government and the Government of 
Mizoram the following issues are framed. 

(1) Whether the Mizo National Front has openly 
declared as its objective the formation of 
an independent Mizoram comprising of 
the Union Territory of Mizoram and the 
adjacent territories of Assam, Manipur & 
Tripura inhabited by Mizo or Kuki and 
has been indulgi.ig in continuing its activi¬ 
ties to achieve the aforesaid objective of the 
formation of an independent Mizoram and 
bring about secession of the said areas from 
the Union of India ? 

(11) Whether the Mizo National Front has been 
employing its armed forces, namely the 
Mizo National Army and the other bodies 
set up by i! to achieve its objective, namely, 
the formation of an independent Mizoram 
and bring about secession of the areas (as 
mentioned above in Js.suc No. 1) from the 
Union of India and in furtherance of it has 
been employing the members of the said 
armed force and otJier persons in attacking 
the security forces, the Civil Government 
and the civilian population in the Union 
Territory of Mizoram ? 

Ill) Whether the Mizo National Front has been 
indulging in acts of looting and intimidation 
against the civilian population and recruit¬ 
ment of persons and collection of funds for 
its organisation and also established con¬ 
tacts with foreign countries and secured 
assistance from them through its organisa¬ 
tions and armed force, namely, the Mizo 
National Army ? 

(IV) Whether the Central Government is justified 
in declaring the Mizo National Front and 
other bodies set up by it and the so-called 
Mizo Nationaf Army to be unlawful associ¬ 
ations ? 

(V) \\ffiether or not the Govt, of India had suffi¬ 
cient cause in issuing the Notification No. 
S.O. 28(E) dated 20th January, 1984 publi¬ 
shed in Gazette of India in its issue dated 
20th January, 1984 declaring the front and 
the aforesaid associations including the forma¬ 
tion of so-called Mizo National Army to be 
unlawful ? If so, whether the notification 
IS valid and deserves confirmation ? 

10. In support of the declaration, the Central Govt. 
& the Govt, of Mizoram examined 4 witnesses and 
exhibited number of documents including two affidavits 
filed on behalf of Union of India and the Union Terri- 
tory Of Mizoram. Besides, a brief resume prepared by 
the Joint Secretary to the Ministry of Home Affairs 
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iivcharge of North Eastern States and Union Terri¬ 
tories has been submitted. The enclosures with the re¬ 
sume contains a declaration of independence and along 
with other papers, a copy of constitution of so-called 
‘Mizoranr Government'. 

11. On bare perusal of the declaration it is mani- 
fesily clear that the main objective of M.N.F- is for 
an independent Mizoram. It has also alleged some 
causes’ why they had to issue such declaration and to 
have a constitution of their own. To justify such causes 
none appears before this rribunah There is no chal¬ 
lenge of the notification issued by the Government 
of India declaring the M.N.F. and M.N.A, and the 
allied bodies as unlawful. Let we now examine the 
materials on record and the evidence adduced on be¬ 
half of the Government of India and the Government 
of Mizoram in support of the declaration made in the 
notification- P. W. 1 is Shri L. R. Laskar, Deputy Sec¬ 
retary to the Government of Mizv^ram, Home Depart¬ 
ment. He is a member of the Government of Mizoram 
Civil Service and has been working since 1973. He has 
stated on oath that M.N.F. and its armed wing M.N.A. 
are responsible for creating a disturbed situation in the 
Union Territory of Mizoram for which there was no 
alternative for the Central Government than to issue 
a notification declaring the said bodies as unlawful 
associations under the provisions of Unlawful Activi¬ 
ties (Prevention) Act, 1967. From the evidence of 
P.W, 1 it is clear that the avowed object of these orga- 
nisaiictns is to secede from the Union of India and to 
form an independent Mizoram. The leader of the 
organisation is Mr- Laldenga under whose leadership the 
aforesaid movement has been creating serious law and 
.order situation in the entire Mizoram- He has cate¬ 
gorically stated that the activities of these organisations 
have spread o\tr in Mizoram with a view to create 
and establish an independent Mizoram with the areas 
inhabited by Mizos and Kukis spreading over the areas 
covered by some portion of tlie Assam, Manipur, 
Tripura including some portion of two foreign count¬ 
ries, namely, Bangladesh and Burma. To acheive their 
objective, the members of these organisations are in¬ 
dulging in killing of innocent people, attacking civilian 
population, looting and also from time to time issuing 
‘'quit Mizoram notices” to non-Mizos. The members 
of the organisation also collect ta.ves under duress and 
they are continuing their msurgem activities even to 
the adjoining areas of Manipur and Tripura. Inspitc 
of functioning of a popular elected government, the 
M.N.F. has been running a parallel government which 
they term as ‘The Government ol Independent Mizo¬ 
ram”. _A1! these facts have been clearly stated in the 
affidavit which has been duly proved and marked as 
Exhibit PI. The statements made in the affidavit as 
slated by this witness are based on materials available 
in the official records and documents received by the 
Government of Mizoram in courts of its official business. 

12. As regards Issue Nos. T & II Mr. Barthakun - 
the learned Sr. Counsel has placed reliance on seve¬ 
ral exhibits besides the oral evidence of the witnes¬ 
ses, He has nlaced reliance on Ext. P6 which is a 
declaration of independence along with the consti¬ 
tution of So-called Mizoram government. Ext. P7 is 
a policy directive of so-caJle’d ‘Mizoram Sarkar’ 
whereby the entire Mizoram is divided into four ope¬ 
rational areas. Ext. P8 is the constitution of M.N.F. 


set up which includes the couueil of Ministers. Ext. 
P9 is the booklet captioned ‘^Mizoram Marches 
Towards Independence” under the signature of Mr. 
Laldenga, Self Styled President of the M.N.F. along 
with a map showing proposed indepenUcrU ‘Greater 
Mizoram’. Ext. P17 is a booklet captioned Tounda- 
tion of Mizoram Independence”. Mr. Barthakur has 
placed reliance on Exts. PI 8, P24, P3U, P31, P42 
& P52. Ext, P3Q is an agreement dated 18-7-80 bet¬ 
ween PREPAK and M.N.F. Ext. P3l is a map show¬ 
ing operation of M.N.F. and M.N.A. bordering the 
Arakan Hills of Bunna. Ext. P42 is a proceeding of 
celebration, of 19th anniversary of M.N.F. Day dated 
24-11-82, Ext. P52 is a letter dated i5th August, 
1982 from Self Styled Brig. Gen. Thwnluia of Mizo¬ 
ram National Army to the‘Self Styled Commander, 
Tactical H. Qrs. stating inter alia that some friends in 
London were ready to help them in every way they 
could. Some reference has also been made in the said 
letter naming few foreign governments namely, 
Bangladesh, China and England, Ext, P16 is the brief 
narration of the M.N.F. organisation and the leader¬ 
ship of insurgents and the members of the office bea¬ 
rers and the political and military set up of the M.N.F. 
Ext, Pi9 relates to ‘quit Mizoram ordcf issued by 
Zoranthanga, Self Styled Vice President of sO'Callcd 
Mizoram Govt, with certain clarification. ]n this con¬ 
text Mr. Barthakur has submitted that they quit 
Mizoram notice have been repeatedly served from 
time to time to the inhabitants of Mizoram who arc 
non-Mizos though they have excluded certain non- 
Mizo Christians who arc employed in various services 
under Churches. 


13, Shri Harendra Nath Sarma has been examined 
as P.W. 3. He is the Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
Prosecution at Aizawl Court in the Union Territory 
of Mizoram. He has been working in Mizoram since 
1969. As a Police Officer in Mizoram, he is fully 
aware of the law and order situalioa and also the 
insurgent activities of these two organisations of 
which Shri Laldenga is the leader. In his evidence he 
has stated that the members of these two organisations 
have been running a parallel governmeiU in Mizoram 
and they have been indulging in unlawful activities, 
such as, collection of taxes from the Civilian popu¬ 
lation, attacking and killing security forces and civilian 
population, para-military forces and members of the 
armed forces for the purpose of achieving their avowed 
object, namely, to establish an independent Mizoram 
by forcibly seceding from the Union of India. It is 
disclosed by this witness in his evidence on oath that 
there are sufficient materials on record to show that 
these organisations have established contact with 
foreign countries and obtained financial as well as 
arms aid to achieve their objective to form an in¬ 
dependent Mizoram, The members of these organi¬ 
sations do not want to show any respect to the In¬ 
dian Constitution. They have established their hide 
outs in Mizoram and camps outside Mizoram, name¬ 
ly, Bangladesh and Burma to carry out their illegal 
activities, These organisations have framed their own 
constitution and they have been running a parallel 
government in Mizoram. Their main ohjeetivc is to 
form an independent Mizoram comprising (he Union 
territory’ of Mizoram and the ad(acent territories of 
Assam. Manipur and Tripura inhabited by Mizos 
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and Kukis and they have been indulging in conti- 
n-'jng its unlawful activities to achieve the aforesaid 
object. This witness has produced the relevant docu¬ 
ments which are material for the purpose of this en¬ 
quiry. Ext. P8 is the constitution of Mizo National 
Front. The booklet “Mizoram marches towards free¬ 
dom*’ and the booklet captioned “Fountlalion of 
Mizoram ,Independence” are the top echelon of the 
organisation. 

14. One can have an idea that the basic them: of 
these two organisations arc to form an independen I 
Mizoram within the territory that has been depicted 
in U e map d:picting ‘Greater Mizoram Stale’, ilk^c 
documents have been proved by witness No, 3. He 
has stated that he has a direct knowledge of those 
documents which he came acro'ss in course of his offi¬ 
cial duty as the Deputy Superintendent of Police. 
Witness No. 4 is Mr, K. Lalrela, Senior Information 
Onicer in llic department of Inforinatiou, Public Re¬ 
lations and Tourism under the Government of Mizo¬ 
ram. He has proved certain dticumcnts. He has cor¬ 
roborated the testimony of F.W. 3. This witness has 
stated that these organisations hawc establislied paral¬ 
lel government known as “The Federal Government 
of Mizoram’’ with their own constituiion and they 
have their own cabinet and other paraphernajia of a 
modern government. They have been forcibly collect¬ 
ing various types of taxes from the people of Mizo¬ 
ram and they indulge in killing civilian population 
and members of the security forces from time to time 
ever since they started the movement in the year 
1966. He has stated that he has a direct knowledge 
of those facts ps he has been working in the capacity 
of Senior Information Officer in the department of 
Information, Public Relations and Tourism. This 
witness has identified the signatures and writings of 
the authors of several documents and those being ad¬ 
missible in evidence are accordingly marked exhi¬ 
bits. 

15. Mr. I. P. Gupta at present the Chief Secretary 
to the Government of Tripura been examined as 
witness No. 2. He has been examined on behalf of 
the Government of India who has proved the notifi¬ 
cation (Ext. P3) both in English and Hindi, issued 
under hN signature in the caprclty of Joint SecrcLary 
to the Government of .India, Mini:.try of Home 
Affairs fas he then was). The said notiffiation is 
dated 20th January, 1984. He has also proved Ext. 
P4 the resume prepared in the Mhdsti'y of Home 
Affairs, Govern lu.nt of India under his ‘^npervisiou. 
He has further proved the contentions made in the 
affidavit Ext. P5 hied on behalf of the Government 
of India, Ministry of Home Aifairrs, Ext. P5(l) Is 
his signature. He ha^, stated that the contenfvenr- 
madc in the affidavit arc based on materials availabi: 
with the Government of India at tlic time of issLumr: 
of the notin ration Ext. P4. If is found from his evi¬ 
dence that the M.N.F, hove them hide cuts in Mt-o- 
ram and campus across the border which are not easily 
acccssablo. P.W. 2 has further stated that Mr. T.ol' 
denea rejwtedly s-mt a messafje on the New Years 
eve and the said message itself was secessionist in 
nature. 

16. On overall scrutiny of the evidence on record 
oral as ^veH as documentary, T find convincing c^ i- 
dence and clear nnrcbutled circumstances to the 
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effect that the M,N.F. has been indulging in attack¬ 
ing the security forces, the civilian government and 
the civilian population in the Union territory of Mizo¬ 
ram through Its other organisations namely, M.N,A, 
They have openly declared their objective for the 
formation of an independent Mizoram comprising of 
the Union territory of Mizoram and the adjacent terri¬ 
tories of Assam, Manipur and Tripura inlKiblted by 
Mizos and Kukis as showm in the map Ext, PlO, pub¬ 
lished by them as “Greater Mizoram State”. There is 
plathora of evidence on record to decide issue Nos. 
1 and IT in affirmative. Therefoie. on the basis of 
overwhelming evidence on record in support of both 
the issues viz. Issue Nos, I and IT, 1 decide them in 
affirmative, 

17. As regards Issue No, 111, reliance has been 
placed not only on oral evidence but on several docu¬ 
ments namely, Exts. P20, P21(A), P21B, P22(C), 
P22(DT P22(E), P23{A), P23(B), P23C, P26, P27(A), 
P27(B), P27(C), P28, P29, P32, P33, P35, P36, 

P37, P38, P39, P4UA) to P4t(G), P44. P46, P48 
and Ext. P49 which contains the true copies of First 
Information Reports of different dulkS covering the 
p\“uiod from 1982 to 1984 relating to xarious offenc¬ 
es under Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act as well 
as other Acts including Arms Act. Issue No. ITT re¬ 
lates to the allegations of act of looting intimida¬ 
tion against civilian population, cr41ectiun of funds 
for its organisation and also eslablishmenl of con¬ 
tacts with foreign countries and secure arms and am¬ 
munition from them through its organisation and 
armed forces namely, Mizo National Army. 


18, While deciding Tsaue Nos. 1 and II, 1 have al¬ 
ready mentioned that the documents exhibited in 
this proceeding along with the oral evidence clearly 
show that various illegal activities arc being com¬ 
mitted by the members of the M.N.F. and M.N.A, 
by employing its armed forces to achieve the objec¬ 
tive by attacking the members of the security forces, 
civilian government and the civilian population in the 
Union territory of Mizoram. There is Plathora of evi¬ 
dence as regards the majew violent activit'Ci. com¬ 
mitted by the members of M^N.F, an cl M,N.A. winch 
1 have aJwadv discuss:d abpve. Exp P.36 is the letter 
authorising to receive ct)lkciion of donations on be¬ 
half of “Mizoram Sarkau” issued by Shri Riialchhina, 
Seif Styled Finance Minister, Ext. P37 is the book 
containin^T counter foils of the receipt showing col¬ 
lection of taxes by so-called Mizoram Sarkar tci raise 
funds. Ext. P38 is the receipt book printed under the 
name of so-called Mizoram Sarkar witli regard to col- 
lectibn of funds. Ext, P41 series is the form of licences 
issued bv so-callcd Mizoram Gov.nmm*mr under the 
head ‘Finance Ministry’ for the purpose of issuing 
licences to the businessmen. Ext. P44 is yet another 
document of so-called Mizoram government shovNig 
the manner of collection of road tuxes from the 
owners ot the Motor Vehicl'^s demandimr road taxes. 
Ext. P50 is another “quit Mizoram” notice issued in 
June, 1982. Ext, P53 is dated 15-1-83 vffiich is a 
letter of warning issued by Shri R. Chhiinzika, Self 
Styled Capt. of Mizo National Aimv, Ai/uwd, Mizo¬ 
ram to the Pr.^sident of Village T’oiiiu/d membvTs, 
Aizawl, to the effect that M.N.F. shall be free to 
take necessary action against them as they did not 
resign from the village Council Membership with 
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effect from 1st September, 1982. Ihis is no doubt on 
intimidation and an open thrcai I') Ihe rni'nib is -.tf 
the Villuge CouiieiL J,\t. P31(A), lAi. and 

Ext. P58 (R.T.B. orders issued Iron? time lo time) 
are also important documents for eonsidcnilion. Exts. 
P62, P63 are equally relevant as they relate to quit 
Mizoram order issued by so-called Mi/orani Govt, 
to non-Mizos. E'lt. r64 is an order oi so-called Mizo- 
rain Sarkar relating to le\y of various rates o! ta^es 
to DC collected from the people of Mi/orani I lie list 
of various ty[)es of taxes meant Tor colicction fen 
Mizoram Liberation Fund (M.L.F/;, 

The signatures of the authors contained therein have 
been duly testified by witness No. 4 Shri K. Lalreia. 
The letter issued by the S-Jf Styled ^o^vn Comman¬ 
der to the Deputy Commissioner, Ai/awl, demanding 
Rs. 80(}()|- lump-sum and 2 per cent of the pay from 
liiji staff is also worth nntiag. Again the Sell Styled 
Town Commaiidar of Aizawl was required to collect 
a sum of rupees one lac for xVl.N.A, as revealed Irc-m 
the letter Ext. P45. 1 his letter was issued in the 

name of Zoranthanga, Self Styled Vice President of 
M.N.F. and is dated 18-4-80. "Refciriiig to Exl. P12. 
P13, P52 and P55 and ptirticulaTly Fxts. P12 nnd 
PI3, Mr. Barthakur the learned counsel has sub¬ 
mitted that these documents are the glaring instances 
wherefrom it could he gLathered without any doubt 
that these associations, namely, M.N.F. and M.N.A. 
have been collecting funds and receiving arms, am- 
munitions and other helps in col la bo rat ion wiih the 
foreign countries. Ext. P52 dated 15-8-82 is Ihc ope¬ 
rational instructions concerning Mizo Armed Police, 
a body formed by the M.N.F. with regard to their 
receiving arms training in the ioreign countries. 

% 

In order to slop all these illegal activities, the pre¬ 
sent popular Government of the Union territory of 
Mizoram has issued a circular (Ext. 55), the relevant 
portion of which is quoted herein below :— 

‘‘.By now. the public do not sulli- 

cient ground hw which the undergrounds 
should continue their activities. It appears 
that they arc mostly bus/ in the cheapest 


overground local politics. They formed a 
group like Pindaiis gi\/iuL^ warning (o in¬ 
nocent people. Ihcse acrivilies arc not good 
even for them and the Mi/orain needs liicm 
not, 

Their aclivities are the main reason for 
which the Mizo people could not have peace 
at present also the reasr>n for which \vc 
could not have a better status of statehood. 
The Govt, of India has clearly announced 
that Statehood will be given to us when 
peace was restored in Mizoram, The Mizo 
people could not regard Liiose men stand¬ 
ing on the way of peace and .statehood as 
workers for the welfare of the Mizo people. 
As they are to come back, sooner or later, 
it is imperative that they come out soon so 
dtat they will be able to make seltlcjneiu, 
benefiting themselves.’' 

Now it can be said without any doubt that the 
evidence which are placed before me are quite suffi¬ 
cient to conclude that Issue No. Ill should be decid¬ 
ed in allirmative. Accordingly, 1 decide Issue No. lU 
in allirmative. 

19. In view of the decisions in Issue Nos, 1, TI ^ 
III in the affirmative, it can now be held that the 
Central Govt, was fully justified in declaring the 
Mizo National Front and tlic other bodies set up by 
it and the so-callcd Mizo National Army to be the 
unlawful associations. I, therefore, hold that there is 
sufficient cause for declaring the M.N.F. and other 
bodies set up by it including M, N, A. an unlawful 
association. Accordingly, I decide Issue No. IV in 
affirmative and confirm the notification dated 20-1-84 
declaring them to be unlawful.
